Wall Street Journal 
Features Local Couple 


News from Sierra Madre 
hit the big time last week 
when the lead story in the 
“Wall Street Journal” des¬ 
cribed how “creative” financ¬ 
ing of a home here had ended 
in foreclosure. 

John Andrew, staff report¬ 
er for the Journal, wrote a re¬ 
search piece about how a type 
of real estate financing had 
ended in disaster for Terry and 
Judy Goddard of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

How did Andrew hear 


about the Sierra Madreans’ 
plight? By looking up fore¬ 
closures in the County Re¬ 
corder’s office. He conclud¬ 
ed in a brief interview that 
“creative financing can be a 
great problem if not used 
properly,” and set about to 
outline the Goddards’ problem 
in detail. 

According to Andrew’s 
story, the Goddards bought a 
house in March, 1980, for 
$95,000. The people who sold 
them the house lent the God¬ 


dards $75,000 which was to 
be due in a single balloon 
payment nine months later. 
At that time the Goddards 
were sure they could afford 
to fix up the house and sell 
it before the nine months 
has elapsed. And because of 
inflation in house prices they 
would probably get more than 
they paid for it. 

However, they were unable 
to sell the house and listed 
it with a local real estate 
firm for several months. 
They were also unable to 
refinance the $75,000 loan, and 
to quote Andrew, “the God¬ 
dards’ balloon popped.”

The Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission cited 10 rule 
infractions in relation to Tele¬ 
prompter when a representa¬ 
tive was here last week, ac¬ 
cording to Jim Ryder, chair¬ 
man of the Cable TV Ad¬ 
visory Committee. 

He reports that a letter to 
be written Mar. 25 by Dane 
Ericksen, FCC representative, 
to Teleprompter will outline 
the report. 

The report from FCC dis¬ 
cusses using super bands with¬ 
out written clearance from 
FCC, and having no authori¬ 
ty from the Federal Com¬ 
mission for non-standard chan¬ 
nels. Most of the infractions 
are in frequency measurement, 
signal to noise ratio, mcmitOTing, 
hum measurements and re¬ 


sponse measurements. Bas¬ 
ically they apply to specific 
problems within the line or 
administrative inefficiencies. 

How does Dan Heiser, 
Telcprompter manager, think 
the two days of tests by 
the FCC went? 

“Basically excellent for 
the system itself,” he said 
Monday. “We have to show 
FCC authorization for the 
type of system we’re using. 
We have bad sound on Chan¬ 
nels 30 and 58.” 

Heiser was asked about the 
citations and he replied, 
“Every year you have to do 
proof of performance. There 
are flaws in 1981 that we 
knew didn’t perform well in 
all required testing, such as 
frequency measurements, hum 


measurements. As far as the 
basic system, we need to clear 
up Channels 30 and 58, cor¬ 
recting the sound problems, 
and correct technical prob¬ 
lems so far as the FCC is 
concerned.” 

Heiser continued, “They 
(FCCCable TV Advisory and 
Telcprompter representatives) 
went to Mr. Ryder’s house 
and he had an internal wiring 
problem. Other than that, 
the system itself came out 
good with picture quality ex¬ 
cellent. Mr. Ericksen stated 
it’s a system well above the 
quality of other systems he’s 
tested.” 

Ryder said, “Telcprompter 
has good equipment that is 
operating better than satis-

At 6:30 
in the morning Uncle 
Henry Hosmer, of Revo¬ 
lutionary stock, shot off 


several sticks of dyna¬ 
mite to awaken the 
people so they would get 
ready for work, then the 
church bells and school 
bells were rung. 

“Bert Andrews called 
up City Marshal Caley 
and wanted him to arrest 
Mr. Hosmer for disturb¬ 
ing the peace. One hun¬ 
dred men turned out to 
clean the weeds from the 
streets of Sierra Madre. 

“White-collared men 
of Sierra Madre, such as 
the editor of the News, 
C. W. Hill, appeared 
dressed in their best bib 
and tucker including stiff 
collar and tie, to pick 
up one weed at a time 
and carry it like a bou¬ 
quet to the wagon and 
throw it in. 


“The Woman’s Club 
served a fine lunch at 
noon at the Town Hall 
to the workers, free of 
charge. 

“Menu included escal- 
loped potatoes, baked 
beans, cold meats, pies 
and cakes and hot bis¬ 
cuits and lots of good 
hot coffee. 

“The affair was such a 
success Sierra Madre de¬ 
cided to make it a yearly 
affair.”

Lent Lives!

Lent Is alive and healthy this year as It has 
been for centuries I 

The Importance of the Forty Days of pre¬ 
paration for the Easter Victory Is emphasized 
by churches which follow the Liturgical Year 
(e.g., the Roman Catholic Church, the Ortho¬ 
dox Church, the Episcopal (Anglican) Church, 
Lutherans and others), and this represents 
about 85% of Christendom. 

The Fast not only prepares for the Feast, 
It explains. The Scripture Readinos. sermons, 
hymns, prayers during Lent stress the need 
for penitence, fasting, prayer and giving of 
self as a worthy preparation for Easter. 

Many once-a-year church attenders on 
Easter don’t grasp the reality of the Easter 
Message of Christ’s victory over sin and death 
because they have not kept Lent! 

From my experience as a parish clergy¬ 
man I have seen adults and youth adopt Lenten 
disciplines which have not only helped them 
during the forty days but have become part of 
their lives throughout the year. 

The emphasis Is not Just to “give up” 
things with grit and determination, but to so 
re-order the priorities of our time, wealth, 
talents and, yes, our bodies, so that the Lord 
may be better served and honored. 

In the parishes I have served there have 
been these positive signs during Lent: more 
Bible reading and study, more time spent in 
reading religious literature, increased at¬ 
tendance at Sunday and weekday services of 
worship, more persons seeking the Sacrament 
of Reconciliation (Confession), more contribu¬ 
tions made to the missionary outreach of The 
Church. 

Those who thus observe Lent do so not 
because they “must,” but because they wish 
to respond In love to the love Christ has shown 
for them on the Cross. 

Granted that not all of our churches 
make such a positive use of Lent; the trend 
in the past twenty years Is toward more parti¬ 
cipation by those persons who wish Lent to 
be a true preparation for Easter. 

Lent Is a time for growth In one’s life, 
and this involves discipline. 

The Easter Victory takes on meaning in a 
person’s life in direct propotion to the Lenten 
Journey.

Wool is a protein fiber 
that comes Trom animal 
hair. Sheep’s wool is the 
most common fiber used in 
the Tabric; however, mo¬ 
hair, cashmere, camel hair, 
and other animal hairs are 
also classified as wool. 

Wool can be or three 
types: 

1. New or virgin wool 
been manuractured previously into yarn or cloth. 

2. Reprocessed wool — wool that has been pre¬ 
viously processed but never used by a consumer.

The Board of Directors of Sanitation District No. 15 will hold a public hearing on March 
24, 1982, at 2:00 p.m. in the Joint Administration Office of the Sanitation Districts, 1953 Workman 
Mill Road, Whittier. The purpose of this hearing is to discuss a Service Charge Report that has 
been filed with the District Clerk and whether the proposed service charge should be continued to 
be collected on the 1982-83 property tax bill for parcels of properly located within Sanita¬ 
tion District No. 15. The boundaries of Sanitation District No. 13 are shown below. At the hearing, 
the Board will receive any objections, corrections, or protests. On February 24, 1982, the Board 
of Directors received and ordered filed with the District Clerk the Service Charge Report which 
recommended the service charge and the Board set the above date for the public hearing. 

In fiscal year 1981-1982, the service charge for Sanitation District No. 13 was $11.00. The 
proposed service charge for fiscal year 1982-83 is Sll.OO.The District has been able to maintain the 
proposed service charge at the fiscal year 1981-82 rales for the following reasons: (1) the District 
was very successful in obtaining Federal and State grant funds to construct capital facilities; (2) 
delays in the construction and start-up of some facilities have reduced the District’s anticipated 
expenditures; and (3) the District has been able to invest its funds at higher rates of interest than 
anticipated. 

The Sanitation District provides wastewater collection, treatment, and disposal services for 
the areas shown on the map. The amount of the proposed service charge has been computed 
on the use of the sewerage system. The service charge has been requested to pay for continued 
services in Sanitation District No. 13. This service charge, if approved, will be levied on residential 
and commercial users of the system, and small industrial users that do not file a wastewater 
surcharge statement. All other industrial users in District No. 13 will be required to file a waste- 
water .surcharge statement as prescribed in the Sanitation Districts’ Wastewater Ordinance to 
pay for their use of the sewerage system.
